Washington, July 15 — 


(AP)—A White House shield 
of secrecy today threw a tight 
cover over a super-mysterious 
conference 
which 
brought 


President Truman together 
with top military, atomic, dip- 
lomatic 
and 
congressional 


leaders. 


For two hours and 33 min- 


utes these men—the list was 
impressive — were together 
behind closed doors last night 
in historic Blair House, the 
president's temporary home. 


There was no announce- 


ment whatever of what went 
on. However, the identity of 
the participants p o i n t e d 
strongly toward some devel- 
opment in the atomic weapons 
field on an international level. 


The New York Times said the 


meeting: dealt with-the question of 
giving to Great Britain technical 
information on the production of 
atomic bombs. 


No Decision* Made 


It was learned later, however, 


the newspaper added, that no de- 
cisions were made during the ses- 
sion unless the president came to 
some deterfination that he did not 
disclose. * t 


The 16 mW'w^o were closeted 


with Mr. Truman were singularly 
close-mouthed as they left. What 
little they did reply to reporters' 
questions could be summed top: 


"If anything is going to be 


•aid, the president will say it." 


Mr. Truman 
wasn't talking. 


There was no sign that he would 
later. 


The conference, staged against 


the dual backdrops of (A) The 
sharp senate debate on the At- 
lantic pact and arms-for-Europe 
and (B) A congressional hearing 
Into charges of mismanagement of 
the atomic energy program, threw 
open the doors to wide areas of 
speculation.

STEEL STRIKE MAY BE POSTPONED ! ! 


New York., July 15—(AP)—The United States 


Steel Corporation, last hold-out against President 
Truman's steel strike truce proposal, accepted early 
this afternoon. 


In a telegram to Mr. Truman, Benjamin F. Fair- 


less, president of U. S. Steel, said his company still 
questioned the propriety of Mr. Truman's proposal 
since it was not taken under the Taft-Hartley act. 


"We feel we are- being compelled to follow in 


order to avoid a strike," Fairless declared. 


But, he said: 
"We do not wish, if it can possibly be avoided, 


to have our production of steel stopped, and our 
employes deprived of the opportunity to'work for 
the next 60 days under the terms of our present 
labor contracts, with attendant hardship to the 
communities in which they reside". 


With the U. S. Steel joining others in President 


Truman's proposal, the strike will undoubtedly be 
postponed during the talks. 


Washington, July 15—(AP)—The White House indi- 


cated today that President Truman will ignore or reject 
the United States Steel Corporation's request for a fact- 
finding board minus any recommendation power in the 
threatened steel strike. 


With the walkout due to start at midnight, the president 


was reported ready to name a three-man board empowered 
to recommend a settlement—despite continued rejection of 
the idea by the industry's three major producers. These are 
U. S. Steel, Bethlehem and Republic. 


"U. S. Steel, producer of 


more than twice as much of 
the metal as its nearest com 
petitor, asked last night for a 
board empowered only to 
make a factual report on the 
wage-pension dispute with the 
ClO-Steelworkers. 


The million-member union was 


poised for a walkout against al 
steel firms refusing to go along 
with the president's recommendec 
plan. 
But only a maximum o 


about 315,000 workers were due 
to leave their jobs tonight in the 
first wave of the scheduled strike

Fund To Be Raised by CIO 


Milwaukee, Wis., July 15—(AP)—The CIO United Auto Workers 


union, its political course charted, turned today to means of raising 
up to $10,000,000 in a hurry for any big strike. 


A proposal, to be put to convention delegates as a constitutional 


amendment, was particularly timely in light of a threatened system- 
wide strike of 106,000 Ford workers only days or weeks away. 


Also on the calendar for what 


might be the convention's last 
day were some hot grievance cases 
—one of them involving Harold 
Christoffel — and a backlog of 
other matters. 


The proposed strike fund amend- 


ment, under certain circumstances, 
would lift the $1 a year assessment 
limit the UAW executive board 
can impose on the union's million 
members. 


Even then, however, $10,000,000 


could not be raised overnight. Such 
» sum could be amassed over a 
year'a time. 
With the present 


limit on assessments, only $1,000,- 
000 can be raised by that means 
In one year.

day an ordinance was passed, au- 
thorizing the township to borrow 
funds to be used in the purchase 
of a dump site for Dixon town- 
ship.

At the extreme right, above, is a view of the old steel bridge structure 


taken 22 years ago which about ten years ago spanned Rock river at 
Galena avenue. The picture was taken from the south approach to the 
present Peoria avenue bridge. The old steel structure is shown while it 


was still in use and before flood waters resulting from a break in the 
I. N. U. Co. power dam undermined one of the piers causing the north 
pier to sag into the water. The damage to the old bridge resulted from 
flood water late in January, 1938, following the break in the dam which 


occurred on Jan. 27. On February 5, the state highway department closed 
the structure to all travel. 


Compare the two pictures closely. 
Observe the old location of the 


present Di.von high school. Previously, this area was occupied by old 
unsightly shacks. Today it is a beauty spot in the area. 


The picture above shows the Abraham Lincoln memorial bridge, beau- 


tiful and streamlined, which replaced the old steel Galena avenue structure 
spanning Rock River. The new bridge, which was built by the Shappert 


Construction Co. of Behidere, was opened to traffic on Sept. 7, 1939, the 
formal opening being a part of Dixon Centennial's celebration on October 
5 of the same year. Both pictures are from the collection of Dorrance

If a party means anything, it must be devoted to the attempt 
" to carrv out the policies it stands for. 
. 


Therefore, it seems entirely fitting that a definite meas- 


-ure of party regularity should be required of a lawmaker. 
How else can a president or a group of party leaders trans- 
late programs into law? 
To achieve results, party chieftains naturally need a 


- working majority in congress. A president is stymied if the 
* opposition holds the edge. The opposition then will try to 
enact its own program over his objections. 


But if a president does hive aparty numbers in his favor 


' he can enact his policies so long as his party members in 
congress remain loyal. As we have suggested, the question 
is how much loyalty they should offer. 


The best plan we have seen for drawing the line on party 


" regularity is this: 
Let a party caucus decide what five or six proposals are 


crucial to the execution of its program. The leaders then 
would indicate that these "must" items and these alone were 
to be regarded as a test of party loyalty. 


Failure to support them would place a lawmaker in peril 


of losing patronage and other party favors. 


Other planks in the platform the congressman could sup- 


port or oppose, as he wished. And he would likewise be a 
free agent in all lawmaking beyond the limits of his party's 
expressed program. His chief guides in that area would be 
his general political bent, his wisdom, his integrity and his 
special interests. 
This system would tend to balance political responsibility 


against personal responsibility, and perhaps to make our 
parties more effective instruments for governing.

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Pope's Excommunication of 


Communists Is Real Threat 


By JAMES MARLOW 


Washington, July 15—(AP)—A Roman Catholic believes that if 


he follows his church's teaching and is truly sorry for his sins he 
will, after his death on earth, live forever in heaven. 


He is also taught that if he disobeys the church and dies without 


repentance, he not only loses all hope of heaven forever but will 
suffer damnation, or eternal torment. 


That is why there is such ter- 


rible significance, in the mind of a 
Catholic, in the 
order 
of the 


Catholic'church this week excom- 
municating any Catholic who helps 


in any 
way any- 
Communism 
where. 


Excommun'cation cuts a Cath- 


olic off from the church entirely 
and if, while still excommunicated, 
he dies without true repentance, 
he will suffer eternal damnation 
That's the Catholic belief 


This was the explanation of the 


order as given here by a Catholic 
theologian: 


The help a Catholic henceforth 


is forbiddr-n to give Communism, 
under pain of excommunication, 
covers a number of things: 


Belonging to a Communist party 


anywhere in the world,' helping 
Communism in any way such asj 
voting 
for party members or i 


contributing to partv funds; or! 
even reading Communist literature 
or newspapers.

But the t xcomniuniration rovpts 


the future, not the past 
A Cath- \ 


ohc who has b<"-en a Communist j 
party member for years—say in 
Poland or New York—is not now 
excommunicated for that past 
action. 


But from 
this 
moment—or, 


rather, as soon as he learns of the 
church's orcier—he must quit the 
party or be exromrrunjcated 


But a Catholic who now defies 


the order, as mentioned eaiher, is 
automatically excommunicated and' 
will bp damnpd forever—if he dies j 
•without true repentance. 


That phrase—"if he dies with- 


out true 
repentance"—will have 


the gravest importance for any 
Catholic defying the order be- 
cause in the future he can avoid 
damnation and saxe himself in 
one of two ways. 


Cair Save Himself 


1 By confessing to a priest that 


he is truly .sorry. 


2 Or, if he's dying and has no 


time to see a priest, by saying, 
if only to himself, that he is truly 
sorry. 


(The 
church teaches that God 


only said he was because he 
wanted the priest to forgive him 
so he could enter heaven. 


The 
theologian's 
explanation 


continues: 


The priest, accepting the man's 


word as his true feeling, might 
forgive him. But God, reading his 
innermost thoughts, would know 
better. 


That man, in spite of the priest's 


oxpiessed forgiveness, would not 
be saved because the forgiveness 
had been obtained by deception. 


So suppose a Catholic cynically 


defies the order 
now, thinking 


that at the end of his life, by mere- 
ly expressing repentance, he can 
be saved. 


That won't save him. Nothing 


will, except true repentance.
